RIGHT OR WRONG 
WITH CANADA 

A bright little journal, the Oak 
River Post, published in Manitoba, 
has come to our desk, and in an edi~ 
torial under the caption: ‘What Is 
Right With Canada?” the writer 
says: 

“What Canada and the world needg 
today are more moderate optimists, 
men and women who looking at both 
sides of the picture, refuse to be de-

and the rays of sunshine breaking 
through the clouds.” 

Instead of dwelling upon ‘‘What Is 
Wrong With Canada ?’”’ says the Pro- 
vost News, would it not be better, 
asks this editor, to revense the ques- 
tion, and make answer to the query:

Looking at other countries, we find 
many of them filled with hatreds, 
with strife uppermost in the minds 
the people, their thoughts and en- 
ergies devoted to preparation for pos 
aible warfare, In Canada, on the oth- 
er hand, we have a land occupied by 
a peace-loving people with a positive 
and growing hatred of war, but de- 
voting their thoughts and energies to 
the arts and advancements of peace. 
No other country in the world is so 
“right” on the subject of peace and 
disarmament as is Canada. 

Then, further, as the editoria) re- 
ferred to points out Canadian insti- 
tutions of -all kinds, whatever their 
faults, are strong and sound, consti- 
tuting a bulwark in defence of the 
people. A bank failure in Canada is 
a rare thing. Our railways are pro- 
gressive and efficient, fitting their 
programmes well into the life dnd 
needs of the Dominion. We are not 

and never can be—immune from 
the vicissitudes and effects of world 
conditions and happenings, but, even 
so, we have it within ounselves, in 
our institutioms and resources to 
withstand the evi, effects of world 
matiters beyond our own direct con- 
tro] and to rally from these bad ef- 
fects more rapidly than any other 
and. At the present time, Canada, 
notwithstanding its difficulties, and 
business depression, is infinitely bet- 
‘er off and stronger than most coun- 
tries, and is suffering less from un- 
employment proportionate to its popu 
ation, than the United States. 

Far better to dwell a jittlhe more on 
‘What Is Right’—-and the effect of 
joing so will unquestionably be tw 
‘essen interest in the more depressing 
question ‘What Is Wrong?” The 
search for the things which are right 
with Canada will tend surely, to di- 
minish keenmness in the search for 
wrong things. And isn’t it just pogs- 


sane and reasonable optimist.

THE TODDLER DISCOVERED 

It is generally known that the 
school. child should receive regu‘ar 
health supervision in order that he 
may get the most out of his school 
years, and stant out into adult life 
with a sound body, Throughout the 
civilized world, we find doctors, nur- 
ses and dentists working in the 
schools to safeguard the health of 
the school chi:dren. 

It is generally umderstood also 
that the well baby should be super- 
vised by the doctor in order that the 
mother may be advised as to the care 
her baby requires, so that she may 
protect her infant from disease, keep 
him welj and see to his proper devel- 
opment. Bach year an increasing num 
ber of mothers take their well babies 
to their doctons for heath supervis- 
ton. They do this because they have 
learned that by following the advice 
they receive their babies are kept 
well. In many. places, well-baby con- 
ferences are held for the purpose of 
giving health supervision. 

As a result of this preventive work 
which has been done for infants and 
school chi‘drem, there has been a- 
mong them a great reduction in dis- 
ease, and a marked improvement in 
their health. The results have been 
so satisfactory that such work is ex 
tending, and in‘some places, the 
health supervision which is being 
given reaches practically every in- 
fant and school child. 

Unt) a short time ago, the young 
child, between infancy and school 
age, was thought not to roquire any 
pantioujar care. It is only recently 
that the toddler, or pre-school child 
has been, as it were, discovered to 
require health supervision. 

The child, from one to six, is pass- 
ing through years where growth and 
development are rapid. He requires

“The Canadian Government is 
co-operating wtih ranches and ex-
